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Slobodin Gives

HAIFA—This city was an armed 
camp as Arabs and Jews buried 23 
dead, the toll in a 30-minute pitch- 
ed battle which had transformed 
a@ new business center into a sham- 
bles resembling Shanghai and Ma- 
drid. Five more deaths were add- 
ed when four Arabs wounded earl- 
ier died and a Jew was killed by 
Arabs who fired into a party of 
Jews walking near the Bourge, a 
mixed quarter. 

As this correspondent watched : 
from a window in busy, modern ~ 
King’s Way the clash developed ~~ 
into the greatest holocaust since 
the beginning of the Arab rebel- 
lion in 1986. When troops and po- 
lice had succeeded in restoring 
order, with curfew and bullets, a 
Arabs counted 18 dead and 60 | 
wounded, Jews five dead and more 
than a score wounded. Arab fun- 
erals were held at four o’clock in™ 
the morning, with the Jewish bur- 
ials an hour later. 

The entire action lasted but 30 
minutes, starting at 6:10 p.m., with 
the terrible explosion of a bomb 
that had been hurled into the mun- 4 
icipal vegetable market. The ex- j 
plosion produced a Majority of the 
Arab casualties, while shots, kniyes 
and stones accounted for most of 
the Jewish dead and wounded, 

The bombing was followed by a 
barrage of stones laid down by 
Arabs against a Jewish-owned bus, 
whose driver replied with shots 
from his licensed revolver. Guns 
appeared from everywhere and the 
battle was joined, with Arab po- 
lice adding to the confusion and 
terror by firing rifles and machine 
guns wildly into homebound crowds. 
Thousands of office workers watch- 
ed from nearby windows as the bat- 
tle unfolded. Shrieks of women 
spectators mingled with the whine 
of bullets and the cries of the 
wounded. 

Jewish and Government ambu- 
lances rushed the wounded to hos- 
pitals as hundreds of troops and 
police occupied the streets, driving 
the crowds home under the quickly- 
imposed curfew.

Nation Mourns 
The Passing Of 
Jewish Justice

PORT CHESTER, N. Y.—The 
entire nation mourned this week 
the passing of Justice Benjamin N. 
Cardozo, America’s leading legal 
scholar and Jewish associate jus- 
tice of the United States Supreme 
Court since 1932, who succumbed 
Saturday night to a heart attack 
while recuperating from a long ill- 
ness at the Port Chester estate of 
Judge Irving Lehman. He was 68 
years old on May 24, 

Leaders in all walks of life, head- 
ed by President Roosevelt, voiced 
their grief at his death and paid 
warm tribute to the jurist’s genius 
and personality. 

“The news of the passing of Jus- 
tice Cardozo,” Mr. Roosevelt said 
in a statement issued in Oklahoma 
City, where he is on a political | 
tour, “came to me as a great per- 
sonal shock. Years ago, when he 
-was Chief Justice of the high court 
of New York, I learned to admire 
and to love him. He had a great 
soul. The whole nation has lost 
a constant friend.” Others who 
paid tribute included Governor 
Herbert H. Lehman, associate jus-| 
tice on the Supreme Court, cabinet | 
members, senators and leaders of'| 
Jewish organizations. 

Present at his bedside when he 
died were Judge Lehman and Jus- 
tice Cardozo’s secretary, Joseph 
Rauh. The jurist, conscious to the 
last, passed away quietly, without 
speaking. 

Funeral services were held Mon- 
day afternoon at the Lehman es- 
tate, withthe Rev, D. A. Jessurun 
Cardozo, assistant minister of the 
Congregation Shearith Israel of 
New York, officiating. Rabbi Car- 
dozo is not related to the jurist. 
Burial was in the Cardozo family 
plot in the congregation’s ceme- 
tery at Cypress Hills, L. I. 

Surviving relatives include Miss 
Addie Cardozo, Henry J. Hendricks 
and Edgar J. Nathan, Jr., all of 
whom were on the way to his bed- 
side from New York City when he 
died; Mrs. Annie Nathan Meyer, 
one of the founders of Barnard Col- 
lege, and Maud Nathan. 

Justice Cardozo, who was unmar- 
ried, was taken ill with a heart ail- 
ment last December and had sirce 
been away from the bench. He 
was appointed to the nation’s high- 
est tribunal by President Herbert 
Hoover, who named him in 1933. 
His appointment was approved by 
the Senate without a dissenting 
vote. He came to the high court 
from the New York Court of Ap- 
peals, of which he was Chief Jus- 
tice. 

Although never active in Jewish 
orgainzational work, Justice Car- 
dozo was known to be keenly inter- 
ested in all matters affecting his 
coreligionists. Born in New York 
City on May 24, 1870, he was de-

The Autobiography Of A Courageous Jewish 


Pioneer 
By SOL LEVITAN 
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(Continued ) 

I regret that so many members 
of our race try to pretend that they 
are a different kind of Jew. Some 
join Gentile churcheS just to gain 

stige. False pretenses such as 
these do not fool either Gentile or 
Jew, and will bring only disfavor 
upon the person who practices 
them. I see no reason why anyone 


; should ever want to deny that he 
' isa Jew. If we are proud of our 
- Jewish ancestry, we can overcome 


many of the handicaps which the 
thoughtless members of our race 

upon us. Our desire to suc- 
ceed must be tempered with mod- 
esty, our instinct for business must 
be confined within strictly honest 
channels. Those of us who have 
a desire to show off must either 
abandon or outgrow this childish 
trait, 

Whatever success we achieve, we 
must accept with modesty and 
humility. We must not brag about 
success or wealth. We must not 
over-dress. We must not be ex- 
travagant. We must not over-in- 
dulge in luxury. All these things 
cause prejudice against the people 
of our race. The true Jew is not 
a boaster; he does not make a 
showy display of his worldly goods. 
He dresses in good taste. He does 
not do things which are offensive 
both to Jew and Gentile. Most 
Jews dislike the unfavorable traits 
exhibited by the thoughtless mem- 
bers of our race even more than 
the Gentiles dislike them. But it is 
the lot of the Jew that all Jews 
must bear the penalty for the mis- 


. takes made by a few of our people. 


We must study the situation thor- 
oughly and, if possible, overcome 
any traits which may arouse pre- 
judice against people of our race. 

When I was a boy I visited my 
relatives at Kennesburg, in East 
Prussia. As a boy I was very 
anxious to see the reformed temple 
as I had never been in one before. 
So one Friday night I went in, sat 


_ down, and somebody came and took 


mycap away. The organ was play- 
ing and a choir composed mostly 
of Gentile girls was singing the 
Hebrew melody. “En Calahano.” 
Naturally, in later years when I 
attended the Yeshiva in Kovna, I 
told Rabbi Isserman, the head of 
the Seminary, a very pious Jew 
and who used to lecture the boys, 
of the incidents that had happened 
in Kennesburg—of having been in 
& reformed temple, having to take 





off my hat, listening to the organ 
playing, and to the choir of Gentile 
girls singing. He could hardly be- 
lieve that there were such Jews who 
would violate the old Jewish tra- 
ditions, and he told me that I had 
committed a sin, and in order to 
make peace with my creator he 
told me to fast every Thursday for 
ninety days. 

In 1936 when I went to Florida 
for a convention, we stopped over 
in St. Louis, and so on Friday 
night I went into the reformed 
temple. There I heard the same 
thing, people praying without hats, 
t®™ organ playing and the choir 
singing “En Calahano.” ‘That re- 
minded me of the Temple I had 
been in over 62 years ago. At the 
close of the services I went up to 
the Rabbi and introduced myself. 
He had heard of me, and so took 
me into his private office and we 
talked for some time. I told him 
of my experience in that reformed 
temple over sixty years ago—of 
how Rabbi Isserman, who was the 
head of the Seminary I attended in 
later years, had made me fast every 
Thursday for 90 days because I 
had gone into the reformed Tem- 
ple. How surprised I was when 
this young Rabbi told me that my 
old teacher in Europe, Rabbi Isser- 
man, was his grandfather! I 
couldn’t help but wonder what the 
old Rabbi would say today if he 
could see his grandson conducting 
services in a reformed Temple! 

This same Rabbi Isserman, the 
grandson, made a speech before 
The Sunday Evening Club in Chi- 
vago-on November 14, 1937 and 
said: “Only in a land of freedom 
and democracy is it possible for 
me to say that, as a Jew, I am 
proud of Jesus. Therein lies the 
beauty and grandeur of America— 
that I can stand here today in a 
service of worship and speak be- 
fore Christians what I feel about 
Jesus. In these days of godless 
dictators, the church and syna- 
gogue cannot afford the luxury of 
quarreling. Jesus carried on in his 
life and teachings the prophetic 
heritage of the synagogue. Let 
church and synagogue interpret the 
life of Jesus as they will, but let 
them unite in the religion of Jesus. 
His religion was the faith in one 


God, a religion of love and justice, | % 


of peace and brotherhood, of noble 
prayer. It is the spiritual property 


and legacy of both Jew and Chris- | 'z 





tian.

ful to Jesus. If it had not been 
for Him, who knows what the fate 
of the God-idea of Israel would 
have been.” 

What would my teacher have 
said if he had heard his grandson 
say that? 

It has often been said that the 
German Jews were independent and 
did not give any help to the Rus- 
sian Jews. I want to correct this 
unfounded statement, I recall dis- 
tinctly that when I was a young 
boy, hundreds of boys, who could 
not secure any work at home, were 
sent into Germany every year. 
These boys were from families who 
could not support their children, all 
large families with eight or nine 
children. Through the famous 
Rabbi Ohlswanger, who had contact 
with German Jewry, these boys 
were placed in Jewish homes. They 
were given room, board, and clothes 
by the German Jewish families and 
employed bv them. 

At that time the German Jews 
lived strictly according to the Jew- 
ish faith, in fact as much so as the 
Lithuanian or Russian Jews, and 
the families had no cause for worry 
that the religious training of their

L ET no one say that The Jewish Advocate of 

Boston is cowardly. 

For when Rabbi Stephen S. Wise before the 
Z. O, A, convention in Detroit singled out one 
item which “has given me the only occasion for 
displeasure that has fallen to my lot in two years” 
and without naming the publication attributed 
this unhappiness to an editorial appearing in an 
Anglo-Jewish newspaper, most delegates were 
unaware of the supposedly-offending newspaper.

Two Southern Jewish Papers Take Sides In 
B’nai B’rith’s Decision to Discontinue Subventions 
to Hebrew Orphans Home At Atlanta.—Politics 
versus orphans, This is the title of an editorial 
which appeared in the Southern Israelite of June 
3, and of which a reprint is being mailed to hun- 
dreds of residents of this area, and refers to the 
action of the recent Fifth District Bnai B’rith 
Convention held in Orlando which by a vote of 


ninety-one to two adopted the minority report of ° 


the Budget Committee which recommended that 
NO FUNDS be given to the Hebrew Orphans 
Home at Atlanta. 

As one of the signatories of the minority re- 
port we resent rather strongly the asinine alleg- 
ations of politics contained in this unwise editor- 
ial of our friend Stephen Schiffer. 

We believe it high time we realize B’nai B’rith 
has a splendid field of work in its Hillel and Stu- 
dent activities, in its A. Z. A, work, in its Pal- 
estinian endeavors and more IMPORTANT TO- 
DAY, in its defense of Jewish rights and the lib- 
erty of American citizens through the work of 
its Anti-Defamation League, of greater value 
than contirbuting to philanthropies which do NOT 
NEED HELP NOW. 

There is no room in the Fifth District for the 
ignoral of vital things simply because some gen- 
tleman, well intentioned perhaps, never-the-less, 
believe that because they have had a pet for years 
they must continue to devote their funds and their 
effforts to an institution which is SELF SUP- 
PORTING, and adding thousands of dollars an- 
nually to its already huge endowment fund. 

We sincerely believe the Home is doing a fine 
job; we further believe that there are thousands 
of dollars that could be saved in salaries and 
other expenses, if the effort were made. We 
believe that the institution should be supported 
by private endeavors within certain prescribed 
limits. 

The Atlanta Orphans Home and the B'nai 
B’rith are too valuable, each in their respective 
fields of endeavor to become the subject of ill ad- 
vised controversy. We do not propose to enter 
into such a controversy unless we are forced to 
it. 

But let it be said and in terms that are un- 
mistakable: “If B’nai B’rith is to exist simply 
because of its support of a hundred orphans and 
not otherwise; if everything worth-while in Jew- 
ish life is to become subservient to philanthropy, 
important as that may be; if B’nai B’rith offers 
nothing else than charity as its reason for exis- 
tence; if B’nai B’rith has no reason to ask for 
members other than the $1000.00 asked for by 
the Orphans Home which was-refused, then B’nai 
B’rith has no valid reason for existence. 

We do not agree with this reasoning. Thank

The charge which caused Dr. Wise such hurt 
was that what with his duties as president of the 
American Jewish Congress and so many other 
active organizations, he necessarily was not able 
to devote all of his time to the administrative 
tasks attached to the office of presidency of the 
Z.O. A. This charge hurt Dr. Wise, showing he 
is much more thin-skinned than his hectic years 
as a controversial figure in American Jewish life 
would have led one to believe. 

Be that as it may, The Jewish Advocate up-

“This editorial has given me the only occasion 
for displeasure that has fallen to my lot in two 
years,” declared Rabbi Wise after branding both 
the above-mentioned charges false. 

It was farthest from our mind to hurt the man. 
Whether one agrees or disagrees with his poli- 
cies, there is no denying that Rabbi Stephen S. 
Wise is the boldest figure in American Jewish 
life, perhaps in the history of this country. We 
have stated our personal appreciation of his con- 
tributions to American Judaism, and have paid 
tribute to his leadership on sufficient occasions 
to make it unnecessary for us at this time once 
again to enter upon eulogy. 

' Nevertheless we submit that it is humanly im- 
possible for one individual to direct the work of 
a body as large as the Zionist Organization, even 
if he devoted full time to the work, and partic- 
ularly if he has as many varied and insistent out- 
side interests as has the retiring leader. It is 
to be expected that any good administrative of- 
ficer will delegate his authority to subordinates, 
and such delegation will come in exact proportion 
to the other interests which occupy him. 
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The Jewish Ledger of Hartford, Conn., Com- 
ments on the Divorce From New York.—The elec- 
tion of Rabbi Soloman Goldman to the Presidency 
of the Zionist Organization of America is a wel- 
come sign of the break-up of New York Zionist 
provincialism. And while it was rumored that 
Dr. Goldman’s election was favored by the head- 
quarters office clique because of his residence in 
Chicago—we believe that they may rejoice too 
soon. Dr, Goldman is a dynamic, driving, inde- 
fatigable, resourceful leader and his election to 
the Presidency will mean new strength for the 
movement.
